TW0 LARE STEAMERS COLLIDE

Florida and George W. Roby Come Together
with a Crash,

ONE OF THEM SINKS IN TWELVE MINUTES

Crew All Rescned by the Hont Which
Did the Damnge -Personnl i«

fectn of the Urew and the
| Cargo All Lost,
PORT HURON, Mich,, May 21.—The
stenmer Florida of ths Lackawnanna line,

bound from Chlieago to Buffale with grain

nnd merchandied, was sent to the boltom of
ke Hurom by colllslon with (he steamer
Guorge W, oby at % o'clock yesterday mofrn.
Ing, bertween Middle Island and Presque lale.
The crew of the Florida wers all rescued by
the Roby, which stepmer, being badly dam-
aged, turned back, arriving here this morn-
Inie. It was very foggy at the time of the
collieion, The two steatiers exchanged pass-
ing clgnals, but they had not sighted each
other in time to avold coming together. Qap-
ain Willlam Smith, who Is In commind of
the Roby, states that when he frst sighted
the Florida through the fog he stopped and
backed his englnes, Lut the two botas were
s0 close together that It was impossible to
avold the erash,

Ths Hoby struck the Florlda on the star-
bhoard slde about amldehipe. A hole twelve
feot long was cut In that steamer's wooden
side. Tt was In¢lantly scen that It was only
a question of minutee before the Florida
would go down. The Reby steamed alongside
of the doomed boat and took off part of e
erew,  The remalnder of the crew had in-
stantly lowered the yawl boat and had sue-
eoeded In getting free of the slnking
steamer. They wete pltked up subsequently
by (he Roby,

It ahout twelve minutes after the crash the
Florila went to the bottom, sinking stern
first and breaking in two about amidships.
As it went down the imprisoned air in the
hull blew oft the cabing and upper works.
This debria is now seattercd over the surface
of the lake and had been reported by several
steamers which had passed through.

The Itoby was badly damaged in the bow
and will go into dry dock, So quickly had
the Florida to be abandoned by lla crew
that they were unable to save any of Lheir
personal belongings,  After the colllelon the
Roby, which was bound for Lake Superior
without cargo and towlng the schooner
Becker, turned the Becker over to the Y. H.
Ketehum, The eargo of the Florida consisted
of 56,000 bushels of wheat and B8O tons of
merchandise. The lome on the cargo is esti-
mated at about $60,000. The Florida be-
longed to the Kilderhouse syndicate of
Buffalo, but for many years bhas been under
charter to the Lackawanna llne. It was
bullt. by the Unlon Dry Dock company of
Ruffalo in 1889 and had a groes lonnage of
2103, It wam 270 feet long by florty feet
bheam, Its valuntion was about $100.000 and
wna [nsured for $80,000 with the MeCurdy
syndicate of Chicage. The place where the
colllsion oceurred has been the scene of many
marine disasters and there ls probably not
a square mile on the bottom of the lnke In
that region without one or more wrecks
which have been caused by collision. It i=
at the point where the great highways of
lake commerce between Lake Michigan and
Lake Superior converge.
